Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's conetntion that "the discharge pipe of 
Lee clearly shows a recess (50) at virtually the same location where the pending claims require a hook and a button. In other words, what 
Lee teaches is distinctly different from what is claimed" is not persuasive. The recess (50) of Lee interacts with the hooking member in a 
very similar manner of which the Applicant's hooking member (61 ) interacts with recess (89). Therefore, what Lee teaches is NOT 
distinctly different from the claimed invention. Furthermore, the claims do not provide any limitations in regards to whether or not there is 
a recess present. In regards to the Applicant's contention regarding Page 4 Line 22 of Lee, Lee states that the hook and control button of 
the prior art in its "many components" was not as efficient or feasible compared to the invention Lee teaches and discusses. The 
paragraph which the Applicant cites beginning on Page 4 Line 22 states that the prior art "hooking mechanism" has too many components 
and is thus too complex in its assembling process. As stated in the Final Rejection of 1 1 January 2007, Lee does in fact teach a locking 
unit (150) comprising a hook member and button as claimed. Regarding MacFarland, it is very clearly shown in Figure 2 that there is a rib 
structure (18) that increases in width from its middle to its end (rib 18 appears to have an "hourglass-type shape as shown in Figure 2).
